Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1949  for  your  information  and  consideration. 

Our  vital  statistics  for  this  year  show  that  (1)  the 
average  expectation  of  life  has  been  and  still  is  increasing,  (2) 
the  brith  rate  is  at  its  highest  level  since  1921,  (3)  maternal  and 
infant  mortality  are  each  year  achieving  new  low  records  and  (4) 
the  proportion  of  still  births  is  steadily  diminishing.  These 
results  are  most  gratifying. 

"What  heredity  can  do  environment  can  also  do"  has 
offered  the  clinician  some  hope  that  it  might  be  within  his  power 
to  prevent  those  disturbances  which  result  in  a  host  of  congenital 
abnormalities.  The  recognition  that  a  trivial  infection  like 
measles  in  the  mother  during  pregnancy  may  determine  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  such  abnormalities  as  cataract,  deafness  and  cardiac 
disease  in  the  child,  has  strengthened  such  hopes  and  stimulated 
world  wide  investigation. 

The  centenery  of  the  Public  Health  Service  also  witnessed 
the  inauguration  of  a  comprehensive  National  Health  Service  and 
certain  public  figures  have  proudly  announced  that  the  inauguration 
was  effected  without  any  breakdown  in  service  to  the  patient.  Every 
member  of  the  public  will  reserve  his  or  her  own  personal  point  of 
view  in  this  matter# 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  there  will  be  immediate  treat¬ 
ment  and  immediate  staffed  beds  for  all  who  require  them  and  as 
soon  as  possible# 

One  of  the  greatest  services  to  all  mankind  in  this 
country  will  be  accomplished  when  the  11,000  tuberculosis  patients, 
now  sick  at  home,  are  being  properly  looked  after  in  sanatoria# 
Treatment  for  those  who  secure  a  bed  has  improved  but  preventive- 
and  after-care  is  less  satisfactory  than  before. 

This  is  the  last  great  epidemic  disease  to  bo  seriously 
dealt  with  in  this  country.  Its  eradication  is  within  our  grasp  if 
all  present  knowledge  and  therapeutic  resources  are  employed#  In  my 
opinion  the  National  approach  to  the  problem  lacks  Inspiration  both 
centrally  and  in  the  region. 

I  come  to  the  greatest  problem  which  all  local  govern¬ 
ments  face  today  and  confess  that  the  attitude  of  the  Government 
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appals  me.  The  tragically  inadequate  target  of  200,000  houses  per 
annum  for  the  next  three  years  for  the  whole  country  is  a  most 
serious  blow  to  the  large  number  of  families  on  our  housing  list 
and,  in  my  opinion,  trifles  with  the  people1 s  most  urgent  need.  No 
allowance  is  made  for  re— building  houses  scheduled  for  demolition 
and  at  the  present  rate  the  housing  lists  will  not  be  cleared  off 
for  ten  years! 

Another  aspect  of  the  housing  problem  causing  concern  is 
that  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts  transform  the  private  landlord  into 
a  trustee.  Since  he  has  not  the  free  disposal  of  his  property,  and 
as  landlords  are  denied  the  financial  means  of  keeping  their  prop-* 
erty  in  repair,  sound  private  property  is  fast  falling  into  decay 
and  slums  are  imminent  because  rents  are  inadequate  for  maintenance. 
Tenants  thereby  are  suffering  also. 

Local  authorities  are  not  bound  by  these  same  restrictions 
and  almost  all  have  been  forced  to  raise  their  council  house  rents 
by  37/f  although  their  properties  are  generally  much  more  recent  and 
so  less  costly  in  repairs. 

The  vexed  problem  of  how  to  deal  with  the  causes  of  de¬ 
linquency  and  also  the  delinquents  themselves  should  focus  our 
immediate  attention  to  this  urgent  matter?  Psychologists  have 
attributed  these  delinquents’  behaviour  to  a  lack  of  leadership, 
affection  and  security  in  the  home  and,  among  other  factors,  the 
internal  conflict  in  the  juvenile  mind  from  disharmony  in  the  marital 
relationship  and  broken  marriages.  The  environmental  hazards  for 
children,  as  for  adults,  change  with  each  generation.  In  the 
Victorian  homes,  although  there  was  complaint  of  the  rigidity  of 
the  moral  code,  narrowness  of  religious  practice  and  of  harshness 
of  discipline,  there  was  no  doubt  that  the  Victorian  knew  where  he 
was  going  and  where  he  wanted  his  children  to  go.  There  is  much  to 
be  said  for  the  dictum  11  spare  the  rod  and  spoil  the  child11. 

Let  us  search  well  for  the  solution  to  the  problem.  The 
psychiatrist  and  child  guidance  clinic,  in  my  opinion,  are  by  no 
means  a  solution,  but  a  stop  gap.  It  is  more  than  likely  that,  by 
our  ignorance  or  neglect  or  error,  we  are  making  some  new  risk  for 
the  children  of  tomorrow. 


Parents  of  the  unfortunate  children  suffering  from  cere¬ 
bral  palsy  and  spastic  paralysis  will  be  cheered  to  know  that,  be¬ 
sides  the  two  large  schools  at  Croydon  and  Carsholton  for  these 
grave  complaints,  there  is  now  a  definite  promise  of  similar  schools 
in  four  other  centres. 


In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  will¬ 
ing,  cooperation  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  of  other 
officers:  also  the  interest  and  support  of  members  of  the  Council.

Nantwich  is  an  ancient  town  situated  in  the  south-west 
corner  of  Cheshire  and  is  a  market  town  for  a  large  and  important 
agricultural  area*  The  River  Weaver  and  the  Shropshire  Union  Canal 
pass  through  the  district  and  in  parts  both  form  the  boundary  of 
the  Urban  Area* 

Industrial  enterprise  exists  mainly  in  the  form  of 
clothing  manufacture,  agricultural  machinery  and  a  tannery.  There 
is  scope  for  the  establishment  of  light  industries,  road  and  rail 
communications  being  very  convenient;  by  rail  the  town  is  served 
by  the  main  lines  from  Crewe  to  Shrewsbury  and  Wellington  and 
good  roads  radiate  from  the  town  to  all  parts  of  Cheshire,  Shrop¬ 
shire,  the  Potteries  and  North  Wales*

Milk  and  ice-cream  samples  for  biological  and 
bacteriological  examination  were  submitted  to  the  Pathological 
Department,  Chester  Royal  Infirmary. 


A  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall  Fever  Hospital  will 
undertake  practically  all  the  usual  range  of  bacteriological  and 
pathological  investigation  except  the  chemical  examination  of  water. 
The  laboratory  at  Chester  Royal  Infirmary  will  undertake  a  certain 
amount  of  this  work  also. 


(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 


The  County  Council  undertakes  this  service  through  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee,  There  were  two  ambulances  stationed 
at  Nantwich  on  a  24  hour  on  call  basis  to  meet  the  needs  of 
accidents,  emergencies  and  infectious  disease  cases.  Supplementing 
this  work  is  the  British  Red  Cross  Ambulance  at  Haslington. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  districts  nursing  needs  are  well  served  by  two 
Health  Visitors  and  three  midwives  all  residing  within  the  Urban 
District. 

( d)  .Consultation  and  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics, 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  School  Clinic 
at  The  Dowery ,  Barker  Street,  is  controlled  by  the  County  Council 
and  two  trained  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  are  in  attendance. 
Visiting  Clinicians  examine  children  for  defective  vision  and 
diseases  of  the  eyes,  dental  surgery,  diseases  of  the  ear,  note 
and  throat  and  minor  ailments. 


With  further  reconstruction  these  premises  will 
incorporate  an  ante  natal  and  post  natal  department  which  should 
prove  a  helpful  innovation  for  mothers  in  the  district. 

The  Venereal diseases  Clinic  at  Herdman  Street,  Crewe  is 
maintained  by  the  County  Council,  as  also  is  an  Orthopaedic  and 
Tuberculosis  Clinic  at  Crewe;  both  centres  serve  an  area  including 
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this  Urban  District. 


( e )  Hospitals  in  the  District. 

The  hospital  service  is  now  controlled  by  the  South 
Cheshire  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  Barony  Hospital,  a  former  Poor  Law  Institution  at 
Nantwich,  serves  this  area  to  great  extent  with  383  beds  for  the 
chronic  sick  and  90  beds  temporarily  allocated  to  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  as  part  III  accommodation  for  the  non  sick. 

Certain  building  changes  are  envisaged  in  this  hospital  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

There  is  also  the  Cottage  Hospital,  a  small  but  most 
modern  and  efficient  institution,  with  beds  for  20  patients. 

The  Alvaston  Isolation  Hospital  was  closed  as  such  on 
the  31st  of  December,  1949 >  and  infectious  disease  patients  are 
now  normally  removed  to  Crewe.  These  premises,  with  33  beds,  are 
to  be  used  as  a  continuation  hospital  for  acute  cases  in  the 
Group,  attached,  for  administration  purposes,  to  Crewe  Memorial 
Hospital,  the  name  being  altered  to  that  of  Alvaston  Annexe. 

The  Wybunbury  Cliff e  Maternity  Hospital,  with  35  beds, 
provides  proper  and  suitable  amenities  for  mothers,  although 
staffing  such  hospitals  appears  difficult. 

Wrenbury  Hall  is  an  agricultural  and  industrial  colony, 
having  50  beds,  for  the  residential  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
cases  in  the  County  who  are  capable  of  some  work.  These  premises 
reverted  to  the  Cheshire  County  Council  in  June  1949  upon  the 
ruling  of  the  Minister  of  Health  that  it  was  not  a  hospital. 

j The  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Ravensmoor  was  closed  for 
the  reception  of  patients  in  March  1949* 

(f)  Mortuary. 

The  present  premises,  which  are  entirely  unsatisfactory, 
will  be  dismantled  within  a  year  to  make  way  for  houses  and, 
consequently,  there  is  very  urgent  need  for  properly  equipped  and 
adequate  premises  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  district. 

For  the  time  being  the  facilities  at  the  Barony  Hospital 
are  available  by  arrangement  with  the  Management  Committee. 


SECTION  C. 


1.  (a)  Water  Supply. 

This  is  now  r*on broiled  by  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire 
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Water  Board. 

There  is  a  sufficiency  of  water  for  the  present  needs 
of  the  existing  population  (drought  conditions  excepted),  and 
the  quality  of  the  water  as  delivered  to  the  consumer  is 
satisfactory.  Chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  are  made 
frequently  and  a  summary  of  results  is  appended. 

Most  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  from  Baddiley 
Waterworks;  the  water  is  pumped  to  Ravensmoor  reservoir  (capacity 
250,000  gallons)  gravitating  from  that  point  to  the  town.  There 
is  a  constant  supply  and  water  is  supplied  direct  to  premises 
although  in  many  instances  (estimated  50  houses  accommodating 
approximately  150  persons)  it  is  not  piped  internally  to 
individual  houses. 

There  is  a  slight  plumbo- solvent  action;  according  to 
the  analyses  this  has  in  the  past  varied  from  nil  to  .07  parts 
per  100,000  after  24  hours  contact.  Tin-lined  lead  pipes  are  used 
for  house  services.  Occasionally  there  is  a  trace  of  action  on 
aluminium  and  iron,  but  not  enough  to  be  stated  numerically. 

The  water  is  treated  on  the  "Dual  Coagulation" 
principle,  the  following  chemicals  being  added:-  sulphate  of 
alumina,  sodium  alumirtate,  sodium  carbonate  and  hydrated  lime. 
Following  treatment  the  water  is  passed  through  pressure  filters 
and  chlorinated. 

The  quantity  of  water  fed  into  the  Nantwich  Urban 
District  is  not  separately  metered  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to 
give  the  total  quantity  of  water  provided  to  the  town0 

In  1949  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Water  Board 
made  the  following  observations  in  connection  with  the  Baddiley 
Mere  supply:  - 

"The  quality  of  the  raw  water  at  Baddiley  Mere  is 
generally  poor  and  on  occasions  is  extremely  bad.  This  potential 
danger  requires  very  careful  supervision  of  the  treatment 
processes  and  great  reliance  is  placed  on  the  chlorination 
process  for  the  ultimate  sterilization.  Owing  to  the  small  yield 
and  poor  quality  of  this  Baddiley  supply,  the  Board  is  taking 
steps  to  discontinue  its  regular  use,  and  mainlaying  work  for 
this  purpose  will  be  begun  in  October  1949* " 

This  proposal  has  proceeded  but  the  scheme  is  not  yet 

complete.

(b)  Sewage  Disposal* 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  information* 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Windy  Arbour  are  modern 
and  consist  of  sedimentation  tanks,  filters,  humus  tanks  and 
sludge  drying  beds.  The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River 
Weaver* 


All  sewage  Is  pumped  to  the  works  from  Beam  Bridge 
Pumping  Station.  The  storm  water  is  dealt  with  at  Beam  Bridge 
Pumping  Station  where  the  storm  water  tanks  deal  with  all  flows 
above  3  d.w.f.  and  discharge  it  to  the  River  Weaver. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 


The  River  Weaver  flows  through  the  district  and  this, 
along  with  other  minor  water cour ses,  is  kept  under  observation 
for  the  prevention  of  pollution. 

3.  (a)  Closet  Accommodation. 


All  premises  in  the  district  are  served  by  water 
closets  with  the  exception  of  those  of  which  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  gives  details  in  his  report  under  the  heading  "Pail 
Closets" , 


We  are  anxious  and  determined,  with  the  support  of  the 
Council,  that  these  insanitary  conveniences  shall  be  reduced  to 
the  greatest  possible  degree. 
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(b)  Public  Clean sing* 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse,  trade 
refuse  and  night-soil  is  controlled  by  the  Surveyor,  as  also  is 
street  cleansing.  Collection  is  by  horse  drawn  vehicles  and  team 
labour  and  disposal  is  by  tipping. 

(c)  Public  Baths# 

The  Open  Air  Brine  Swimming  Pool,  owned  and  controlled 
by  the  Council,  is  open  from  May  to  September  each  year.  The 
pool  is  100  feet  by  5 0  feet  and  is  supplied  with  brine  from  the 
Council* s  brine  well  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall.  About  9  ounces 
of  brine  is  added  per  gallon  of  water.  The  pool  is  not  heated  but 
the  water  is  filtered  and  sterilized  by  the  chloramine  process 
and  fed  to  the  pool  through  a  cascade.  The  filtering  medium  and 
chlorinator  are  due  for  renewal  before  the  1950  season  opens. 
Mixed  bathing  is  allowed  and  dressing  boxes  for  both  sexes  are 
provided#  Cafe  facilities  are  available. 


Samples  of  water  were  taken  upon  request  from  a  private 
swimming  bath  and  satisfactory  reports  were  received.

Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1949  for  your  information  and  consideration* 

The  year  was  not  one  in  which  there  were  any  outstanding 
achievements  in  the  Health  Services  for  which  I  am  responsible  but 
one  or  two  points  do  perhaps  call  for  comment  which  will  be  found 
in  the  text  of  the  report  in  greater  detail* 

Progress  has  been  possible  only  in  a  limited  degree  in 
the  improvement  of  environmental  conditions^  it  is  pleasing  to 
report  a  further  reduction,  however  small,  in  the  number  of  pail 
closets  and  the  provision  of  sinks  and  internal  water  supply* 

There  has  been  steady  but  slow  progress  in  the  provision  of  further 
housing  accommodation  but  we  are  not  yet  in  a  position  to  turn 
attention  to  the  general  large  scale  improvement  necessary  in 
housing  conditions  by  reconditioning  or  demolition* 

I  am  grateful  for  the  clerical  and  general  assistance  to 
me  by  Mr.  M*  B*  Elliott.  He  is  useful,  shows  an  interest  in  the 
work  and  is  studying  with  a  view  to  qualifying  as  a  Sanitary 
Inspector.  It  is  regretted  that  the  Council  could  not  see  the  way 
to  approve  his  full  time  employment  in  this  capacity:  it  is  not 
good  for  efficiency  in  the  individual  nor  the  service  to  have 
divided  loyalties  to  two  officials.  I  would  hasten  to  add,  however, 
that  the  Housing  Manager  and  I  have  complete  understanding  and 
cooperation  in  the  arrangement  but  we  both  feel  that  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  and  the  administrative  work  entailed  in  both 
departments  justify  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  assistant  in 
each  case* 

I  would  record  appreciation  of  the  opportunity  of 
attending,  from  time  to  time,  conferences  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  and  Sanitary  Inspectors  Association  and  of  the 
cooperation  of  members  and  officers  of  the  Council  during  the  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  during  the  year  I  have  had 
further  opportunities  of  addressing  certain  organisations  in  the 
town  on  health  services  provided  by  local  authorities*

IV.  HOUSING-. 


„  It  has  not  been  possible  nor  opportune  to  make  the  much 
needed  detailed,  inspection  of  dwellings  with  a  view  to  extensive 
repair  or  demolition  according  to  Housing  Act  standards.  Require- 
merits  have  in  the  main  been  confined  to  essential  matters  connected 
with  nuisances  or  dangerous  conditions. 


restrictions  imposed  on  privately  owned  houses, 
.'hich  were  based  on  conditions  vastly  different  from  those  prevail¬ 
ing  at  the  present  time,  are  unreasonable  and  are  a  hindrance  to 
spontaneous  effort  or  ready  compliance  with  requests  for 
maintenance  repairs  or  improvements.  Houses  which  prior  to  1919 
might  have  been  reconditioned  for  £50  to  £100  are  rented  at  a  few 
ullings  a  week. with  no  prospect  of  increase  (other  than  rates  or 

pnS^°Ioraents  costs)  and  may  at  present  require  as 
much  ao  £150  to  £200  to  repair.  There  is  undoubtedly  hardship  on 

any  landlords,  particularly  those  who  depend  very  largely  on  rents 
p®  havlaS  invested  hard  earned  savings  in  property.  One 

aan°J  be  spPP1ped  that,  almost  without  exception,  houses  becoming 

relet\rpepxppnftateily  Tput  for  Sale  and  Privately  owned  houses  to 
are  expcp uional.  Local  authorities  have  found  it  necessary  to 

augment  repair  funds  for  maintenance  of  houses 
which  aie  of  a  higher  standard  and  which,  being  newer,  should 
equire  loss  outlay  on  repairs  and  such  rent  increases  are 

p!;^s^abd?V Surely  it  is  possible  to  devise  some  scale  of  increase 
_vh_ch  coula  be  permitted  on  private  premises.  The  present  policy  is 
ending  to  worsen  housing  conditions  and  heighten  the  demand  for 
replacements  by  demolition  and  new  building  in  the  future. 


The  question  of  costs  in  the  building  industry  is  having 
a  serious  effect  in  another  direction,  namely  the  high  rents  at 
which  new  houses  must  be  let.  In  spite  of  a  higher  wage  level 
generally  the  cost  of  living  has  become  such  that  rent  is  a  heavy 
lte?i  ^;n  family  budget  and  one  wonders  in  many  cases  just  how 
much  further  the  householders  can  go  without  serious  prejudice  to 
the  family  welfare  in  other  directions. 


o  4-  +■  VI°r'kQ  were  commenced  in  connection  with  Marsh  Lane 

a?^a?e  an.  building  of  permanent  houses  proceeded  at  Hillfield, 
Stauion  View,  London  Road  and  Shrewbridge  Road.  Development  of  The 
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Mount  site  for  private  building  plots  was  also  in  hand.  By  the 
end  of  the  year  the  total  of  post-war  Council  houses  was  brought 
up  to  232  including  50  temporary  houses#  There  were  94  brick  houses 
under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Five  houses  were 
completed  by  private  enterprise  and  six  were  in  process  of  building. 
The  principle  of  building  flats  was  adopted. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  on  six  houses  which  were  in 
a  very  bad  state.  All  were  vacated  and  the  tenants  of  three  were 
rehouses  by  the  Council.  The  tenants  of  two  other  unfit  houses  were 
rehoused  in  Council  houses  and  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
owners  that  the  houses  would  not  be  rolet.  Three  premises  in 
Pepper  Street  are  being  transferred  to  the  Council  and  upon  complete 
vacation  the  property  is  to  be  demolished  by  the  local  authority 
which  will  then  own  the  site. 

During  the  year  the  Housing  Act,  1949;  came  into  operation. 
By  this  Act  the  term  "working  class11  is  deleted  from  Housing  Acts 
and  the  provisions  concerning  repair,  demolition,  clearance  and 
provision  of  housing  accommodation  are  extended  to  all  classes.  Also 
contained  in  the  Act  are  provisions  concerning  grants  for  improve¬ 
ment  work,  provision  of  laundry  facilities,  furniture,  etc. 

One  family  in  which  there  was  a  tuberculous  person  was 
granted  the  tenancy  of  a  Council  house. 

The  application  register  for  Council  houses  stood  at 
more  that  400  at  tho  end  of  the  year  and  the  "points  scheme11  for 
the  selection  of  tenants  operated  as  the  main  basis  for  selection: 
several  applicants  were  selected  or  upgraded  on  special  grounds. 

The  registration  of  applicants  and  the  maintenance  of  records, 
along  with  visits  of  investigation,  are  now  the  responsibility  of 
Mr.  S.  Barlow,  Housing  Manager,  and  all  administration  connected 
with  Council  houses  is  in  his  hands.  There  is  close  liaison  between 
the  Housing  Manager,  the  Medical  Officer  and  myself  concerning 
applicants  living  under  bad  conditions  or  having  communicable 
disease  in  the  family  or  being  statutorily  overcrowded. 


V.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Cases  of  "notifiable”  diseases  were  visited  as  soon  as 
possible  after  notification;  in  the  Instance  of  measles  and 
whooping  cough  a  leaflet  is  sent  to  the  parents  advising  on  isola— 
tion  and  exclusion  of  contacts  from  school.  Head  teachers  are 
advised  of  the  occurence  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  etc. 

r  number  of  cases  of  disease  notified  during  the  year 

were  26  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  99  of  measles,  eight  of  whooping 
cough  and  four  of  poliomyelitis.  The  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis 
was  of  grave  concern  and  every  effort  was  made  to  minimise  the  risk 
of  spread  by  disinfection  of  infected  premises  and  places  of 
entertainment. 
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There  were  five  new  cases  of  pulmonary  and  one  of  non— 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year. 

Where  necessary  the  disinfection  of  rooms  and  bedding 
was  carried  out,  the  latter  being  usually  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  for  steam  disinf action* 

The  diphtheria  Immunisation  scheme  has  been  operated  by 
the  County  Council,  Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  encourage  parents 
to  have  children  treated#  The  value  of  such  &  scheme  is  reflected 
in  the  absence  of  cases  during  the  year* 


VI,  DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  responsibility  for  administration  and  control  of  milk 
production  and  licensing  of  producers  of  designated  milks  passed 
from  local  authorities  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
and  the  County  Council  has  become  responsible  for  control  and 
licensing  of  pasteurising  and  sterilising  plants#  This  leaves  the 
district  councils  with  the  control  of  distributors  of  milk  and 
licensing  of  dealers#  Sterilised  milk  has  become  a  recognised 
official  designation# 

The  effect  of  the  new  regulations  will  be  cumulative 
towards  a  safer  milk  supply,  but  the  interpretation  of  the  present 
position  is  not  without  difficulty. 

Upon  transfer  of  responsibility  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  there  were  on  the  register  fifteen 
cowkeepers,  several  of  whom  were  holders  of  accredited  and  tuber¬ 
culin  tested  producers1  licences* 

Eleven  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
submitted  for  biological  and  bacteriological  examination  and 
reports  as  follows  were  received.

In  the  case  of  unsatisfactory  samples  the  matter  is 
taken  up  with  the  seller  and  producer;  when  the  milk  originates 
from  another  district  the  results  are  communicated  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  area*

There  were  no  complaints  in  connection  with  the  ventila¬ 
tion,  temperatures  and  sanitary  conveniences  in  the  shops  which 
number  approximately  200.  There  has  again  been  little  opportunity 
for  routine  survey  of  the  shops  in  the  area  owing  to  pressure  of 
other  work. 


IX.  FACTORIES, 

One  firm  submitted  returns  of  "outworkers"  which 
contained  details  of  19  persons  engaged  in  the  finishing  of  cloth¬ 
ing.  The  houses  of  the  outworkers  are  visited  occasionally  and 
conditions  are  noted. 


X.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from  an  approved 
school^  swimming  bath  and  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  examination)  satisfactory  reports 
were  received. 

Weekly  samples  of  the  mains  supply  are  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  by  the  Water  Board  and  these  have  not 
given  cause  for  serious  concern.  A  detailed  summary  of  such 
samples  is  contained  in  the  Medical  Officer*  s  report. 


XI,  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS# 


One  trailer  caravan  and  temporary  building  were  licensed 
as  a  dwelling  during  the  year#  No  nuisance  has  arisen  from  the  use 
of  these  structures* 

Occasional  use  is  made  of  the  land  at  Kingsley  Fields 
within  statutory  limits*  There  is  a  serious  lack  of  facilities  on 
this  land  for  prolonged  occupation  and  the  licensing  of  this  site 
should  not  be  permitted*  It  was  necessary  to  make  daily  observations 
at  one  period,  but  occupation  was  not  sustained  sufficiently  long 
to  support  legal  proceedings. 


XII,  OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  were  no  complaints  in  connection  with  the  Tannery 
and  Fellmongery  during  the  year.  Periodic  treatment  was  carried  out 
at  both  premises  for  the  control  of  rats  and  mice* 


XIII.  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES, 

There  are  no  premises  of  this  character  in  the  district. 


XIV*  CANAL  BOATS. 

No  complaints  were  received  and  no  inspections  were  made 
during  the  year. 


XV.  3M0KE  ABATEMEN T. 


There  was  no  occasion  for  action  during  the  year  although 
one  cannot  feel  that  air  pollution  by  smoke  is  prevented  as 
thoroughly  as  it  might  be. 

Employers  were  approached,  concurrently  with  similar 
action  in  Crewe,  with  a  view  to  a  course  of  lectures  for  boiler 
attendants  being  arranged  at  Crewe  Technical  College*  Unfortunately 
the  response  was  so  poor  that  the  matter  did  not  materialise.

XX.  RODENT  CONTROL. 

0ne  Part-time  operative  works  under  my  supervision  in 
this  matter.  There  was  no  occasion  for  formal  action  during  the 
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year.  The  Council  tips  and  sewage  works  are  regularly  treated  and, 
during  the  year,  the  systematic  treatment  of  the  sewerage  system 
was  continued.  A  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  showed  very  little 
evidence  of  infestation  apart  from  the  sewage  works.  The  baits 
used  in  treatment  have  been  sausage  rusk  and  bread  mash  and  these 
have  been  poisoned  with  zinc  phosphide,  red  squill  or  arsenic. 

All  responsibility  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act, 

1919 >  and  the  Infestation  Order,  1943,  has  been  vested  in  the  Urban 
District  Council  since  the  1st  of  April,  1948.  Costs  incurred  on 
private  premises,  including  dwellings,  is  recovered  in  all  cases.

XXII,  PAIL  CLOSETS.

XXIII.  GENERAL  SANITATION  AND  NUISANCES* 

A*--  one  house,  hitherto  having  only  a  drain  for  sink 
waste  matter  discharging  to  a  ditch,  a  complete  new  system  of 
drainage  was^ installed  with  connection  to  the  main  sewer,  includ¬ 
ing  substitution  of  water  closet  for  the  pail  closet*  The  drainage 
system. of  a  public  house  was  completely  reconstructed.  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  ten  houses,  Indoor  sinks  were  fixed  and  in  ten  cases 
outdoor  standpipes  were  abolished  and  replaced  with  mains  indoor 
supply  taps  over  the  sinks*  At  eleven  premises  work  was  commenced 
to  reconstruct  the  drains.  At  seven  houses  previously  served  by 

bwo  water  closets,  each  house  was  provided  with  an  indoor  water 
closet. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  approved  the 
inauguration  of  a  Municipal  Dust  Bin  Scheme  with  the  maximum 
charge  against  premises  to  which  bins  will  be  supplied.  Like  all 
new  ventures  there  will  be  11  teething  troubles11  but  it  is  hoped 
by. such  a  scheme  to  standardize  refuse  storage  receptacles  to  the 
British  Standard  Specification  and  eventually  to  have  more  rapid 
replacements  and  prevention  of  nuisance. 

The  problem  of  refuse  storage,  collection  and  disposal 
is  one  of  great  importance  in  environmental  hygiene,  but  as  it  is 
an  unsavoury  and  non-productive  activity  there  is  perhaps  the 
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tendency  to  overlook  that  importance* 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  connection  with 
three  dwellings  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  a  nuisance:  in  each 
case  the  owner  requested  that  the  Council  should  do  the  work  on 
his  behalf,  whereupon  the  summonses  were  withdrawn  and  the  work 
was  done  by  contractors  employed  by  this  department*  Repair  work 
was  also  carried  out  in  default  of  and  at  the  expense  of  owners 
in  connection  with  water  closets,  dust  bins,  rainwater  pipes  and 
gutters* 


XXIV,  RIVER  POLLUTION* 

The  Council  considered  a  report  from  the  Surveyor  upon 
the  G-as  Company’ s  proposal  for  admission  of  liquor  from  the  Gas 
Works  to  the  sewers  to  minimise  the  pollution  of  the  River  Weaver 
and  decided  that  such  a  course  was  not  agreeable*  There  appears 
to  have  been  no  further  development  but  there  has  not  apparently 
been  gross  pollution*  Contact  will  be  maintained  with  the  Gas 
Undertaking,  now  nationalised,  with  a  view  to  complete  improvement. 

The  drains  of  one  house  discharging  to  a  ditch,  which 
eventually  reaches  the  river,  were  completely  reconstructed  and 
connected  to  the  foul  ^ov'3r. 


XXV,  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  19^8* 

The  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  have  not  been 
normally  used  during  the  year,  all  "butchers1  meat"  being  prepared 
and  distributed  from  Crewe*  One  premise  was  licensed  upon 
application  for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering  pigs  by  self  suppliers. 
Although  there  is  no  statutory  control  over  slaughter  of  animals 
of  which  the  meat  is  not  intended  for  sale,  I  have  an  arrangement 
with  the  owner  of  the  slaughterhouse  to  which  pig  owners  are 
directed  that  I  am  notified  of  all  animals  for  slaughter  and 
owners  are  advised  of  my  offer  to  examine  the  carcases.  I  have  so 
far  had  no  objection  to  this  arrangement* 

There  has  been  no  occasion  to  complain  specifically  in 
connection  with  the  transport  of  meat,  but  a  special  uniform  type 
of  vehicle  and  standard  dress  for  those  engaged  in  handling  meat 
is  patiently  desired*  One  could  hope  that  with  meat  distribution 
under  Government  control  a  higher  standard  and  example  might  be 
introduced,  but  progress  seems  slow.  There  has  been  some  general 
improvement  in  arrangements  by  transporting  offal  in  metal 
containers. 

The  Minister  of  Food  issued  to  local  authorities  the 
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Model  Byelaws  for  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food  and 
Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Mr  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Aot,  1938. 
These  were  adopted  without  alteration  and  have  been  submitted  for 
approval. 


It  is  peculiar  that  the  byelaws  require  food  to  be 
covered  and  protected  against  contamination  during  transit  for 
delivery,  but  meat,  including  bacon  and  ham,  is  exempt  during 
transfer  to  or  from  a  vehicle  standing  immediately  outside  the  door 
of  premises.  The  risk  of  contamination  is  no  less  in  that  phase  of 
handling  than  in  a  clean  vehicle  or  shop,  in  fact  it  is  probably 
greater.  It  is  said  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  that  this  exemption  is 
necessitated  by  shortage  of  wrapping  materials  and  will  be  deleted 
when  supplies  improve;  meanwhile  the  weakness  exists.  It  was  also 
a  regrettable  omission  that  there  is  no  prohibition  of  smoking 
during  food  handling  nor  the  finger  licking  habit  and  blowing  open 
of  paper  bags  by  breath#  Apparently  the  phrase  in  relation  to 
protection  against  11  other  sources  of  contamination11  might  be 
interpreted  to  include  such  practices. 

The  Model  Byelaws  were  issued  after  consultation  between 
a  working  party  and  various  organisations  and  some  recommendations, 
probably  including  those  referred  to,  were  rejected  in  the  light  of 
technical  or  legal  advice.  One  cannot  help  but  feel,  however,  that 
from  the  practical  point  of  view  the  inclusion  of  these  specific 
points  might  have  been  desirable. 

During  the  year  an  effort  was  made  to  secure  improved 
arrangements  for  washing  hands  and  provision  of  hot  water  in 
certain  food  premises.  It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  in  Nantwlch  the 
standard  of  food  premises  is  reasonably  good.  The  greatest 
difficulty  in  many  cases  is  the  limited  accommodation  in  small 
premises  built  many  years  ago. 

The  Medical  Officer  and  I  were  authorised  to  explore  the 
possibility  of  a  Glean  Food  G-uild  amongst  the  food  traders  in  the 
town,  but  as  yet  there  is  no  concrete  result  to  report.
